(AID Loan No. 386-H-207 )—partial untying of source of origin. 


No. 27-ITC(PN)/71.—Attention of the importers Is invited to the Ministry of 
Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 17-ITC(PN)/71 dated the 8th February, 1971, 
Public Notice No. 19-ITC(PN)/71 dated the 22nd February. 1971 and Public Notice 
No. 20-ITC(PN)/7l dated the 23rd February, 1971 announcing the terms and 
conditions governing imports under the United States Agency for International 
Development Commodity Programme Assistance 1970 (AID Loan No. 386-H-207). 

2. In terms of these Public Notices, the licences granted under the U S. AID 
Commodity Programme Assistance will be valid for import ol goods of U.S. source 
and origin only. The United States Government have since relaxed this condition, 
permitting procurement also from eligible lower income countries of the world. 
Consequent upon this relaxation, the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 
17-ITC(PN)/71 claten the 8th February, 1971 will be deemed to have been amended 
to the extent indicated in the Appendix to this Public Notice.

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APPENDIX 


1. Scope and effect-—The decision to permit procurement under AJD Loan 
No. 207 from certain lower-income countries will be applicable only to items other 
than (1) those restricted for procurement from US Stockpile and (2) pharmaceuticals, 
and to the extent orders covering the proposed procurement have not been placed. 

Orders already placed will not be allowed to be cancelled under any circumstan¬ 
ces • Procurement against such orders shall be from the USA as before. 


2. The eligible source countries are. —(1) The United States of America and (2) 
certain eligible lower income countries (ELICS). 

AID Geographic Code 941 is the Code designated for the eligible source countries. 
A list of the countries covered by Code 941 is given In Annexure A. India, as the 
recipient, will not however be an eligible source country. 

Importers should also note that imports from countries with whom trade is 
banned, as per the orders of the Government of India Issued from time to time, will 
continue to be prohibited 

3. Definition ot source and origin .—A commodity will be eligible for AID finan¬ 
cing only if: — 

(a) it Is entirely produced in the eligible source country. 


(b) The Imported raw-materials and components if any, going Into It are from 
countries belonging to AID Geographic Code 899, and 

Cc) The cost, delivered to the point of production and including duties, of the 
Imported componentry does not exceed 50 per cent of the lowest price 
(excluding costs of ocean transportation and marine insurance) at 
which the supplier makes th e commodity available for export sale. 

Components from India or other Code 941 countries can however, be 

included without limitation. 

Illustration .^A product from Malaysia will be eligible for AID financing if It la 
produced entirely in Malaysia without any imported items going into it, If it con¬ 
tains items imported from, say USSR or Poland (viz., non Code 399 countriss) it 

will be ineligible, whatever percentage of the import content. If it contains items 
Imported say Canada or U.K. (viz. countries other than India in Code 899 but not 
in code 941) It will be exigible for AID financing provided the imported componentry 
cost is less than 50 per cent. If the imported items ijre from, say, India Q r Congo 
(viz., India and countries In Code 941) It will be eligible for AID financing, regardless 
of the percentage jf imported componentry cost i e.. even If It Is well above 50 
pgr cent. 

Exception.—In respect of phrmaceuticals, however, for which the source of 
procurement shall continue to be restricted to USA, the existing 10 per cent compo¬ 
nentry limitation will Continue to be In force. 

4. Eligible items .—Items eligible for procurement will be the same as those 
notified in Annexure I to the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 17-ITC 
(PN)/71 dated the 8th February 1971. The special provisions applicable to the 
Import of certain items as indicated therein will also continue to be in force. 

5. Notice to U.S. Business requirement .—Importers should continue to comply 
with the existing reouirement that a Notice to U.S. Business covering the proposed 
procurement be given through the Department of Industrial Pevelopment (AID 
Section) for publication In the AID financed Export Opportunities Circular, even If 
It is the importer's judgment that the import will eventually be from an eligible 
lower Income country. The Notice to U.S. Business will serve at the means of 
Obtaining responses from suppliers in the USA and may also elicit response from 
other Code 941 countries. The Notice is required to give US suppliers a fair 
opportunity to bid and to fulfil the price condition referred to In clause 6 below. 
The importers may simultaneously solicit offers from suppliers In ELICS. This 
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solicitation may be by means of direct correspondence with a vjide range of suppliers 
in ELICS or by means of advertisement in an appropriate business media in ELIOS, 
This solicitation of offers should be done directly by tne importer and the Department 
of Industrial Development (AID Section) will not come into the picture. The bid 
solicitation from ELIC suppliers should be on identical terms and conditions and 
with the same bid closing date as ilxed in respect of* the Notice to U.S- Business 
published in the AID Financed Export Opportunities Circular. 


6. Price of commodities.—Orders must be placed on the supplier, whether in the 
U.S. or in an ELIC, in whose case the CIF cost of Import works out to be the least, 
having regard to quality, delivery schedule and other relevant factors. It is 
emphasised that if the CIF cost of Import in respect, of the lowest bidder from USA 
works out to be cheaper than or equal to the CIF cost of import in respect of the 
lowest bidder from the ELICS, orders must be placed on the US supplier- Please 
also see the documentation requirement reforred to In clause-10 below in this 
concern. 


7. Minimum value restrictions .—The minimum licensable limit of Rs. 82,500 
;$ 11,000) and the value limit for individual Shipments of Rs. 41,260 ($ 6600) (CIF) 
continue to be in force- 


The facility of importing in small values announced in the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade Public Notice No. lfl-ITC(PN)/71 dated the 22nd February, 1971, in relaxa¬ 
tion of the minimum value limit of Rs. 41,260 ($ 6600) (CIF) for individual ship¬ 
ments In respect of certain selected, categories of items under the reimbursement 
procedure of payment, will not be available for imports from eligible lower income 
countries (ELICS). 


8. Shipment of goods .—The shipping conditions governing imports under the AID 
programme In effect require that a minimum of 60 per cent of the total tonnage 
ordered against a licence be brought on US Flag commercial vessels and the balance 
on Indian Flag vessels, to the extent such vessels are available at competitive and 
reasonable rates of freight- If they are not so available, shipment (of this balance 
tonnage) iqay be made by eligible flag vessels of countries belonging to Code 899 
after obtaining a certificate of non-availability of Indian Flag vessels- The shipping 
conditions also require that the tonnage requirement be met separately for liners, 
tankers and bulk carriers and charters be got approved In advance by AID Washing¬ 
ton. 


While the above shipping conditions will continue to be in force for imports 
from USA, the following modifications will apply in respect of imports from eligible 
non-US sources: — 

(I) Tanker/Bulk Carrier Shipments.—As these invariably involve charter, and 
consequently prior approval by AID Washington to the charter, the 
entire quantity imported in a single charter should be brought by US 
Flag vessels, or in the event of their non-availability, by Indian vessels, 
or in the event of their non-availability by the vessels of other eligible 
source countries and In the event of their non-availability, by eligible 
vessels of the other eligible countries, in that order. But, before using 
non-US vessels, a certificate of non-availability of US vessels must be 
obtained, covering the period of loading, from AID, Washington, and 
before using non-US non-Indian Flag Vessels a certificate of non¬ 
availability of Indian vessels must be obtained in addition- 

ill') Shipment by deep tanks of liners .— 1 The same order of preference must be 
followed and certificates of non-availability obtained, though there will 
be no charter or prior approval to charter. In the case, however, of 
shipments from ELICS other than Ceylon, Singapore, Indonesia. South 
Vietnam. Taiwan and Ethiopica, US Flag deep tank availability need 
not be explored, as they are not available. 

(Ill) Liner Shipments-— ( a) In the case of shipments from USA, the existing 
terms and conditions will continue to be in force. 
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(b) In the case of shipments from ELICS other than Ceylon, Singapore, 

Indonesia, South Vietnam. Taitvan and Ethiopia, the minimum 60 per 
cent US Flag tonnage requirement will cease to govern. The entire 
tonnage ordered against a licence should be moved by Indian Flag 
vessels, and in the event of their non-availability, provided it is certified 
by the Ministry of Shipping and Transport, by the vessels of any of the 
eligible source countries and if they are also not available, by eligible 
vessels of other eligible countries. 

(c) In the case of shipments, from Ceylon, Singapore, Indonesia, South 

Vietnam, Taiwan and Ethiopia, the requirement that a minimum of 
60 per cent of the tonnage be shipped by US Flag vessels and the 
balance by Indian vessels will continue to apply. In place of US vessels, 
Indian vessels can be used only with the prior approval of the Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Development (AID Section). In the event of non- 
avai'ability ol Indian vessels, vessels of any of the eligible source 
countries can be used provided a certificate of non-availabiiity of Indian 
vessels is obtained from the Ministry of Shipping and Transport, If 
eligible source country vessels are not available, eligible vessels of other 
eligible countries can be used, 


9- Payment procedure, including payments of commission to agents and payments 
for freight and insurance .—The existing procedure of suppliers being paid in US 
dollars directly by the designated US Banks against Letters of Commitment opened 
In their favour bv the Agency for International Development Washington on sub¬ 
mission of documents prescribed in Annexure VII to the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
Public Notice No. 17-ITC(PNV71 dated 8th February 1971 will continue to be in 
force- Payments may be made in U.S. Dollars bv the US designated Banks to the 
suppliers through the supplier’s bank in the eligible source countries concerned. 


Freight for non-US vessels has not been finonciable bv AID in the past, but freight 
for shipments made by any non-Indian Code 941 source country vessel will new be 
flnanciable and payable in IIS dollars, But shipments must be in accordance with 
the clauses concerning shipments Indicated in (8) above. Further, the ELIQS liners 
must bav" filed their freight rate tariffs with AID, Washington (Resources Trans¬ 
portation Division) and the Bills of Loading issued by the liners must carry a 
manually signed certification of the carriers authorised representative that the tariff 
has been so filed, for the fieight for eligible source country vessel shipments to be 
financed by AID. 10 per cent or 2 per cen< of such freight charges according as the 
shipment is on liner terms or on a specifically chartered vessel, will however be 
paid for from free resources by remiitance of foreign exchange as in the case of 
freight for US Flag vessels, as this portion of the freight, is deemed to represent the 
port charges involved at the Indian ports. 


The sales commissions to the agent of the U.S Suppliers in India have been 
hitherto paid in rupees in India. Further, with a view to preserve the secrecy of 
the agents commission, if the supplier so desired, the double invoice system was 
being "followed. In addition, the U.S. suppliers had to furnish certificates concern¬ 
ing such commission payments in AID Form 2!!.'i 


AID, Washington have now decided that commission amounts paid to the sales 
agents in the importing country of the suppliers will be flnanciable in dollars from 
out oT the man funds. In I dure, therefore, die invoices submitted by suppliers 
shall show the gross amount, the agents eomi fission and the net amount. The U. S- 
banks effecting payments to the suppliers will pay only the net amount to the 
suppliers They will remit the agents commission in dollars directly to the import¬ 
er’s bank and thereafter claim reimbursement of ihe gross amount from AID, 
Washington in terms of the Letter of Commitment against which the import is being 
financed. The Importer’s bank shall pay the agent or the supplier in India the 
rupee equivalent of the commission ninovnt shown in the invoice and received in 
dolled from the US. bank, the rupee equivalent being worked out at the dollar- 
rupeo rate of exchange prevailing on the date on which the commission emfvmt is 
remitted to India by the U.S. bank. 
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Importers who have opened Letters of Credit against AID licences against which 
shipments are outstanding should immediately issue modified instructions to the 
suppliers, incorporating the above revised procedure for preparation 0 I invoices and 
for payment of the agents commission. 

The sales commission, if any to agents, other than agents in India will be 
separately shown in the invoice. The suppliers should be specifically instructed 
to do so. Government reserve the right to inquire into the services performed by 
such agents and the reasonableness of the commission paid. Government may, 
at its discretion, hold that commission paid beyond certain percentage limits are 
not reasonable and may request AID, Washington to institute a refund, claim on the 
nupplier concerned. 

As usual, purchase commission, if any, payable to importer’s agents in the source 
countries will not be iinanciable by AID, though they will be debited to the import 
licences. 

If). Documentation .—As suppliers in ELICS will be exporting under AID financing 
for the first time, they may not be aware of the detailed documentation requirements 
to be complied with In order to be eligible for receiving payment. Importers should 
therefore instruct the supplier in advance about the detailed documentation require¬ 
ments to be compiled with as incorporated ip the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public 
Notice 17-ITC(PN)/71 dated 8th February 1071. They should also furnish to the 
suppliers copies of the forms In which the documents will have to be furnished, 
wherever prescribed, though for the printed copies of the forms, the suppliers may 
be instructed to approach AID, Washington or the US AID Mission in the BOurcfl 
country. Importers should particularly draw the attention of the suppliers to the 
point that prior approval of AID, Washington to the eligibility of the commodity 
should be obtained In the prescribed form (known as form II Incorporated in 
Annexure II BB of the said Public Notice) prior to making shipment. As payments 
from AID Washington will not be forthcoming in the event of the documentation 
being inadequate, and this in turn will result in problems of clearance and payment 
both for the importers and the suppliers, it is emphasized that adequate care should 
be taken to notify the suppliers of the documentation requirements prescribed by 
AID, Washington and see that they are properly complied with. 

The documents shall be in English language, except in the case of Latin American 
countries In whose case they may be Spanish or Portuguese language but with 
English commodity description. 


11- Reporting requirements ■—Tn addition to the reporting requirements stipulated 
in the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. )7-ITC(PN)/71 dated 8th February 
1071 the importers should furnish one more report to the Senior Accounts Officer, 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, Jeevan Deep Building, 10 
Parliament Street, New Delhi containing the following information in all cas.es where 
orders have been placed or: an ELIC Suppliers:—> 

(1) The CIF cost in respect of the lowest bid received from the U S.A. whether 

in response to the Notice to U.S, Business or direct solicitation of bids, 
expressed In terms of U-S. dollars per unit of commodity. 

(2) The CIF cost in respect of the lowest bid received from the eligible lower 

income country sources expressed in terms of U.S. dollars per unit of 
commodity. 

(3) The quantity ordered and the total cost difference on CIF basis between 

imports from U.S.A. and the eligible lower income country from which 
the lowest bid was received. This report should be furnished at the 
time of submission of request for release of bank guarantee, The release 
of the bank guarantee shall be subject to the production of the above 
report, complete in all respects. 


12. Marking requirements .—The existing marking requirements should be 
complied with as usual. ELIC suppliers may be instructed to get the emblems/ 
markers Cable, deoa-comania, stercil, tag, metal plate etc.) from anv of the firms 
included in a list available from the Marking Recruitment Officer. Office of Small 
Business, Agency for International Development Washington DC.20523. 


13- Enquires, requests for clarifications etc. —Enquiries, requests for clarifications 
etc., should be addressed to the Department of Industrial Development (AID Section).
